Condemned without trial, Edward 


Stover, formerly of Akron, Ohio, and 
W. B. Speed, both American citizens 
employed as railway conductors, lan- 
guish behind the bars of a 'filthy- 
Mexican prison, suffering humiliation 
and inhuman treatment for the crime 
of murder of which at least one of 
the men is absolutely innocent. These 
men have for nine months been sub- 
jected to ill-treatment and have been 
imprisoned in solitary confinement 
part of the time without proper food 
or care. 


This startling statement comes in 


a message just received from Grant 
Ferguson, a former Baltimore & Ohio 
conductor." of Newark, Ohio, who has 
been in Mexico for four months. Mr. 
Ferguson, who has personally inves- 
tigated the case thoroughly, havinr 
spent three weeks in the work, un< 
qualifiedly declares that Mr. Stove*- 
is 
innocent. 
Mr. Ferguson has 


taken the case up with the United 
States government which has prom- 
ised a full investigation. Mr. Fergu- 
son has sent full reports of the case 
•by telegraph and letter's to Senators 
Foraker and Dick, and 
to 
United 


States Ambassador Thompson at the 
City of Mexicor'and with' 
umnious reports is a set of resolu- 
tions adopted by the Comanjville Di 
vision £87. Brotherhood of Locomo- 
tive Engineers. 


Grant Ferguson,, the former New 


ark man, who has interested himself 
tn this ease, placing all the evidence 
ir- the hands of Senators Foraker and 
Dick, who have in turn sent it to Sec 
retary of State Root, writes Senator 
Foraker in part as follows: 


FERGUSON'S STATEMENT. 


The case boiled down is this: On 


the-night of July 22, 1906, at a rail- 
road eating house at Cardenas, there 
occurred an imbroglio in which some 
Mexicans and Americans were engag 
ed, the result of this being that one 
•of the Mexicans, a fireman, was kill1 
ed. 
Immediately 
thereafter 
two 


Americans, Ed Stover 
and W. B 


Speed, both conductors on the Cen 
tral Railroad of Mexico, were arrest- 
ed; they were incarcerated incommu- 
nicato for 
thirteen 
days, without 


t'eds or bedding, and almost without 
food, and were kept 
there 
in 
a 


wretched condition without being al- 
lowed even counsel, for a long per- 
iod. 


After much effort on their part 


and the part of the railway conduc- 
tors, they were" given a hearing by 
the judge, but this hearing was con 
ducted in such an eminently unfair 
manner as to be a mere travesty on 
justice. 


Sometime in February the writer 


happened to be at Aguascalientes and 
was called upon by several 
of 
th? 


railway conductors who told him that 
they had done everything that couli5 


"be done in the case, and could not go 
any further, thereupon I sent you 
the telegram. 


I was fortunate, however, in find- 


ing Mr. Murphy (the consul-general) 
at Aguascalientes, about the llth of 
February, and I explained to him th'? 
story, and he very promptly joined 
me and together we went to Alaqui- 
nes, where the prisoners were incai 
cerated, and obtained the affidavits 
of which I am enclosing you copies. 


On February ISth, I, in 


ther statement from the defendant's 
lawyer, Sr. Orozoco. 


We, thereupon,' wired Mr. Orozoco 


to come to Mexico City and he arriv- 
ed on Tuesday the 19th, and togeth- 
er with our committee immediately 
called upon Mr. McCreery at the em- 
bassy. 
Mr. McCreery listened to the 


statement of Mr. Orozoco and 
re- 


quested that it be put in 
writing, 


which was immediately 
done, 
and 


filed with the embassy and a trans- 
lation of this document is also en- 
closed herein among the papers. 


On Thursday the 21st, we called 


upon Mr. McCreery, together 
with 


Sr. Orozoco, and Mr. McCreery read 
the statement, but closed the inter- 
view with the mere statement that 
the embassy could do nothing, that 
the law was being properly proceded 
with and that nothing more could be 
done. 


The situation is this: One of these 


men, Stover, was not present during 
the fight and therefore could not have 
been guilty of the crime 
charged, 


still he is held and has been held in 
a damp, dirty pest-hole during nine 
months, without a trial, - and , under 
such conditions as to make it abso- 
lutely impossible to secure

In the states of Min- 
nesota ami the 7>akotas, where vc 
get most o* our sriing -nheat, seeding 
has been delayed about two weel's, 
but with a few days of •warm sun- 
shine planting will be in full progress, 
and I don't see what is to pi event a 
normal crop of spring wheat in these 
states."
